Danger* of Traveling by Sledge IB 


Siberia In Winter. 


Traveling by sledge in Siberia in 


winter has its perils, as the experience 
of Mr. Robert L. Jefferson and bis 
friends goes to illustrate. The incident 
is told in "Roughing It In Siberia:" 


We had chartered six sorry looking 


horses to drag us on to the next stage 
It was night when we started. The driv- 
er, maudlin drunk, had to be halped 
to hie seat, and we set off along tbe 
narrow roadway at the usual gallop, 
which, however, soon dwindled into a 
mere shuffle through the snow. We had 
gone to sleep, and some hours after onr 
departure Gaskell woke me and said ho 
thought something was wrong. 


The sledge was at a standstill, and 


tnr shouts tc the yemshik brought no 
reapouce. Black darkness prevailed. I 
bundled out of the sledge, so benumbed 
that I could scarcely move. I felt along 
the sledge, sinking to my knees in the 
snow. 


The driver's perch was empty, and 


just then I stumbled over one of the 
horses, which was lying buried up to 
its neok. It was clear that the driver 
had fallen from his eeat, and that the 
horses bad wandered from the track. 
The poor beasts were stuck fast, oud a 
closer inspection showed one of them 
to be dead, literally frozen to death 
If 


we would save onrselves from the same 
fate, prompt action was necessary. 


The otber horses were nearly suc- 


cumbing. 
They lay flat on their stom- 


achs and nibbled at the snow. We cut 
the dead animal adrift, and, using tbe 
spare rope as whips, we stood on either 
side of the living and lashed them till 
our arms ached. At length they moved, 
and by pushing and pnlling we got the 
sledge turned. Then, step by etep, with 
much floundering and many falls, we 
began to retrace our way. 


All this in pitch darkness in a raw, 


cold wind and in momentary expecta- 
tion of one or all of the horses dropping' 
dead. 


It was a terrible experience, but we 


regained the road and finally reached 
the village. 


BLIND MAN'S BUFF. 


Tbe Origin of TnU Favorite Sport of 


Childhood and Youth. 


This favorite sport of childhood and 


youth is of French origin and very high 
antiquity, having been introduced into 
England in the train of the Norman 
conquerors. Its French name, "Oolin 
Maillard," was that of a brave warrior, 
the raemory of whose exploits still lives 
in the chronic! as of the middle ages. 


In the year 999 Liege reckoned among 


its valiant chiefs one Jean Oolin. He 
acqnired the name Maillard from his 
chosen weapon being a mallet, where- 
with in fight he need literally to crush 
bis opponents.

Senator limit's Address at th» State 


University, February 1O, 1899. 


[Reported by W. C. Lamb WJ 


Mr. President, Ladiet and Students: 


On this auspicious occasion, with all na- 
ture in harmony and sympathy, with our 
gathering to do honor to the noblest in- 
stitution in the State, this University, 
dedioated-to modem civilization and the 
future welfare of our children. Two 
years ago I paid you a visit, very unex- 
pected to myself. I was just stepping 
from the train into a conveyance going 
to the Asylum, when the eagle eye of 
your President spied me and he pounced 
upon me with his restless vigor, and in- 
formed me that I was not yet a fit sub- 
ject for the Asylum; that a visit to the 
University and its surrounding and the 
coming in contact with the young and 
growing intellect of oxir State would 
cheer me up ani imbae me with new 
ideas. So I came, I saw and, unlike 
Csesar of old, I was conquered. I shall 
never forget on that occasion, like to-day, 
the excellent drill of the cadets and our 
pleasant visit to the dormitories, halls 
and class-rooms. 


You have all heard the poetical allu- 


sion that "Every rose, however fragrant, 
has a thorn," "Every cloud, however 
sombre, has a silver lining." Little did 
I dream on that occasion that I would 
soon feel ita realization. During the 
afternoon the Doctor, in his nice, affable 
and persuasive manner, invited us to 
visit the Assembly Hall on "the third 
floor of yonder building. My ambition, 
not permitting me to lag, I soon found 
my two hundred and fifty pounds avoir- 
dupois upon the threshold panting for 
breath, and my astonished vision gazing 
upon a host of sparkling eyes and gallant 
chivalry there assembled. Scarcely had 
1 taken a seat upon the platform when 
the Doctor pressed the thorns by asking 
me to address the audience. I was flus- 
tered and was beginning to think that I 
had not made a mistake when I started 
for the Asylum. However, as I have 
always made it a rule to do the very best 
I could under all circumstances, so I 
pulled my wits together and talked to 
you about the trials and tribulations of a 
youth in search of knowledge without 
the aid of a dictionary, and illustrated 
the same by partly referring to the 
"pricipipees" (precipices) 
along the 


banks of the upper Mississippi, and to 
the ''dilipated" (dilapidated) nulls by 
the babbling brooks in Ohio.
